Editorially 
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MANY are the times that 
this title has been used with 
reference to our nation, but 
many, and especially among the minis- 
try, have objected to the title on the 
grounds that there is so much evil and 
total disregard for God and godliness in 
the country. But the whole nation must 
not be judged by those who are evil and 
who have plunged so deeply into sin, any 
more than the Church is to be blamed for 
and judged by those of its members who 
are untrue to its principles of govern- 
ment, its doctrine and teachings. 

It is a great consolation to know that 
the United States has not forgotten those 
principles which have made her a nation, 
and even in the time when conflict from 
the outside is staring her in the face, and it becomes necessary 
to have a selective draft service, that the officials of the nation 
can respect the conscientious belief of all of those who have in- 
terpreted the Scriptures as forbidding them to go to war against 
their fellow man. It is greatly consoling to know that under 
the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, provision has 
been made for the conscientious objector and his rights are up- 
held and protected by the 
Congress of the United States 
in the passage of said act in 
the official attitude of those 
in charge of the Selective 
Service System and by the 
executive order of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. OF 
ficials of the Selective Service 
System have expressed thei- 
concern that this provision of 
the Act should be interpreted 
with sympathy and_ intelli- 
gence, even though they, or 
members of local boards, do 
not agree with the position 
taken by conscientious ob- 
jectors. 

A memorandum read at a 
meeting of all state directors 
in the Selective Service Sys- 
tem late in December gives 
their attitude and reads in 
part as follows, dated Decem- 
ber 10, 1940: 

“The Congress of the United States, in the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, recognizes the im- 
portance of individual conscience in a democracy and made 
provision for deferment from combatant military and service of 
those registrants judged by local boards to be sincere in their 
conscientious opposition to participation in war. The Act speci- 
fically provides consideration for all such persons on a basis of 
their individual conscientious convictions, and does not require 
membership in a religious organization or sect as evidence of 
the sincerity of their conviction.

see that all sincere persons receive proper

On December 16, 1940, President 
Roosevelt signed an executive order de- 
fining the branches of the Army which 
are considered as noncombatant and pro- 
viding for assignment of those who con- 
scientiously object to war to accept such 
service in the order in which their num- 
bers are called by local boards. The exe- 
cutive order reads as follows: 

“Definition of Noncombatant Train- 
ing and Service: 

By virtue of authority contained 
in section § (g) of the Selective Training 
and Service Act of 1940, approved September 16, 1940, where- 
by it is provided: 

Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to require 
a person to be subject to combatant training and service in the 
land or naval forces of the United States who, by reason of re- 
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ligious training and belief, is conscientiously opposed to par-’ 


I hereby declare the fol- 
lowing military service is non- 
combatant service: 


ticipation in war in any form. 


““(1) Service in any unit 
which is unarmed at. all 
times. 


**(2) Service in a medical 


department wherever _ per- 
formed. 
(3) Service in any unit 


installation the primary 
function of which does not 
require the use of arms in 
combat, provided the indivi- 
dual’s assignment within such 
unit or installation does not 
require him to bear arms or to 
be trained in their use.

“2. Persons inducted in the 
military service under the 
above act whose claim to ex- 
emption from _ combatant 
training and service because 
of conscientious objection has 
been sustained will receive 
noncombatant training and 
be assigned to noncombatant military service as defined in para- 
graph one. 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

These excerpts show that our country is more democratic 
than ever and that it is the desire of those in authority to grant 
full liberty of conscience and religious freedom to its citizens.

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A recent news dispatch says that 
“The Church of the Nativity in Bethle- 
hem over the site of the stable where 
Christ was born has been converted into 
a military fortress to aid in the defense of 
the Palestinian holy places.” A pictute ac- 
companying the article shows soldiers, 
fully armed, marching around the “pill 
boxes” that dot the holy spot. Thus does 
the present war draw ever nearer the 
geographical sites so dear to the hearts of 
Christians everywhere. Damascus, an- 
other familiar name to Bible readers, 
is figuring largely in the news. As 
this article is written the British troops 
are fighting valiantly to enter the city. 
Damascus will be remembered as the 
scene of Paul’s entrance into the Chris- 
tian religion. 


The sinking of the Robin Moor, Ameri- 
can steamship by a German submarine, 
is a very live topic of discussion by news- 
papers and radio commentators. The Ger- 
mans do not deny the charge of sinking 
the vessel. They admit, in a round-about 
way, their guilt in the matter. Instead of a 
denial, they boldly said they would sink 
other ships if they appeared headed for 
enemy territory. If America undertakes 
to keep her ships at home we will be lay- 
ing down the age-old doctrine of freedom 
of the seas. If she continues to permit 
them to “‘sail the seven seas” she will be 
in constant danger of attack. What to 
do? That is the problem of the President. 
Pray that he may have divine guidance in 
these critical times. 

The First North American Inter- 
Church Conference, representing thirty- 
five denominations, met last week in To- 
ronto. Their purpose? To make arrange- 
ments for the peace and social security of 
the peoples of the earth after the present 
war is over. It is strange the way the min- 
istry of some churches get themselves all 
hot and worried about the proper opera- 
tion of this planet after the war shall have 
ended. It is the writer’s opinion that when 
this war ends, it will be ended by the 
PRINCE OF PEACE. 

According to the AMERICAN HE-

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Rabbis.” Their task will be to preach to 
the Jews in the newly acquired Soviet ter- 
ritories, and to endeavor to harmonize 
Soviet doctrines with the principles of 
the Jewish religion. A good name for the 
places in which these “Red Rabbis” will 
preach might be “The synagogues of 
Satan.” Rev. 3:9. 


The German controlled government of 
unoccupied France has adopted another 
tactic of their conquerors. They have de- 
clared that no longer may a Jew practice 
medicine, law or any of the other profes- 
sions. Only those of “Aryan blood” may 
practice. They are barred from holding 
office, from voting or taking part in any 
political affairs. Why? Because they are 
Jews. The French people are a kindly, 
democratic people. They are a peace-lov- 
ing people. A Frenchman can hardly hold 
hatred and malice in his heart. Yet, they 
turn against the Jews. Why? The spirit of 
the antichrist marches on! 


Outcroppings of racial prejudice are 
cropping out here in America. The writer 
has heard several times in recent days that 
the JEWS were planning on_ getting 
America into the war against Germany. 
Even Congressmen openly state it from 
the floor of the House of Representatives. 
They point that so many key positions in 
the government today are held by Jews. 
The President’s close personal advisers are 
Jews. What of it? If any people on earth 
should be and are loyal to the government 
of the United States it is the Jews,—the 
one haven in all the world where they 
can serve God according to the com- 
mandments of Moses and be at peace. 


An article in LIFE by American Am- 
bassador to Belgium, John Cudahy, paints 
a picture of life in that unhappy land. 
“Belgium is hungry. Of 8,400,000 Bel- 
gians, more than 8,300,000 are living on 
starvation rations. In nearly every Bel- 
gian home there is cruel suffering. Some 
2,000,000 young Belgians will be cursed 
the rest of their lives by stunted and im- 
poverished bodies, weakened and degener- 
ated brains and discolored, embittered 
characters, unless relief comes soon. Brus- 
sels is a city of walking wraiths, but the 
main worry is not about grown people. 
What is of greatest concern is the blight- 
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ing, killing influence of poverty and want 
and terrible hunger upon the rising gen- 
erations. They are developing rickets, 
edema, partial blindness, bronchial pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, pellagra, eczema and 
anemia.” I have quoted enough. The 
Hoover committee declares that condi- 
tions such as exist in Belgium are com- 
mon throughout the conquered countries 
everywhere. Poland, Hungary, Austria, 
Holland, and all the rest of the conquered 
nations go to bed each night with a gnaw- 
ing hunger in their stomachs. JESUS

“Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty,” 2 Cor. 3:17. 

There is nothing that appeals to man- 
kind more than liberty, yet nothing so 
detrimental to human society if it is not 
directed in the proper channel. There are 

two kinds of free- 

3 dom — the false,

| Today as we cele- 
brate, we look back- 
, ward through the 
| pages of history and 
see our forefathers 
as they met in Con- 
gress on July 4, 
1776, and signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence. We see them earnestly and 
bravely facing the conflict before them, 
choosing liberty rather than bondage; 
and our hearts are touched by their stir- 
ring words, a portion of which is given 
below: 

“THE UNANIMOUS DECLARATION of the 
thirteen united STATES OF AMERICA. 
“When in the Course of human events 

it becomes necessary for one people to 
dissolve the political bands which have 
connected them with another, and to as- 
sume among the powers of the earth, the 
separate and equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God en- 
title them, a decent respect to the opin- 
ions of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them to 
the separation.—We hold these truths to 
be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their 
creator with certain unalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty and the 
pursuit of Happiness—That to secure 
these rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.—That 
whenever any Form of Government be- 
comes destructive of these ends, it is the 
Right of the people to alter or to abolish 
it, and to institute new Government, lay- 
ing its foundation on such principles and 
organizing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most likely to effect 
their Safety and Happiness... ” 

Liberty is the state of being exempted 
from the domination of others or from 
restricting circumstances, freedom. The 
Hebrew words deror and rahabh and the 
Greek word eleutheria mean liberty. Lib- 
erty is the opposite of servitude or bond- 
age, hence applicable to captives or slaves 
set free from oppression. 

Morally, the power which enslaves is 
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sin (John 8:34), and liberty consists not 
simply in eternal freedom, or in possession 
of the formal power of choice, but in de- 
liverance from the darkening of the 
mind, the tyranny of sinful lusts and the 
enthralment of the will, induced by a 
morally corrupt state. In a positive re- 
spect, it consists in the possession of holi- 
ness, with the will and ability to do what 
is right and good. Such liberty is possible 
only in a renewed condition of soul, and 
cannot exist apart from godliness. Even 
under the old testament godly men could 
boast of a measure of such liberty (Psalm 
119:45), but it is the gospel of Christ 
which bestows it in its fulness, in giving 
a full and clear knowledge of God, dis- 
covering the way of forgiveness, supply- 
ing the highest motives to holiness and 
giving the Holy Spirit to destroy the 
power of sin and to quicken to righteous- 
ness. In implanting a new life in the soul, 
the gospel lifts the believer out of the 
sphere of external law, and gives him a 
sense of freedom in his new filial rela- 
tion to God, hence the New Testament 
expressions about “the glorious liberty” 
of God’s children (Romans 8:21; Gal. 
2:4; 5:13, etc.), about liberty as result- 
ing from the possession of the Spirit (2 
Cor. 3:17), about “the perfect law of 
liberty” (James 1:25). The instrument 
through which this liberty is imparted is 
“the truth” (John 8:32). Christians are 
earnestly warned not to presume upon 
or abuse their liberty in Christ (Gal. 5: 
13; 1 Peter 2:16). 


Liberty is the fullest opportunity of 
man to be and to do the very best that 
is possible for him. This, the oldest and 
dearest phrase of men, has been pervert- 
ed; it has been distorted and mystified; 
but the term really means, as stated 
above, the fullest opportunity to be and 
to do the very best that is in his personal 
nature to do and to be. Genuine liberty, 
therefore, is found only in a surrender 
to a higher will. All created things, even 
those we know to be freest, are subject 
to law and rule and order. The wind and 
storm fulfill God’s appointed work. The 
waves of the sea have their bounds set 
beyond which they cannot pass, for God 
is a God of order. In the world of pol- 
itics, the freedom of a nation, such as 
ours, does not mean that its citizens do 
as they please in everything. 

In the true home where family life is 
seen at its best, there is the perfect model 
of freedom. There the children do not 
think and act just as they please. Order, 
rule, method, direction are all well 
known, valued, and acted upon. The lib- 
erty of the family is the simple, natural, 
unconscious blending of the father’s mind 


with that of his children and the chil- 
dren’s will with that of their father’s, the 
instinctive correspondence of their hearts, 
the sympathy of their aims, the union of 
their interest. The children obey; but 
their obedience is not dreary and dull, for 
their father’s mind and the father’s wishes 
express what they increasingly know to be 
their own true mind and their own best 
good. The freedom of children just means 
this: the power to obey gladly. 


Christ exemplified in His own life and 
conduct the highest liberty. He came to 
do not His own will but the will of His 
Father. He was under authority, under 
orders. That was one side of His life, but 
the other side was one of glorious free- 
dom, for His own will and the Father’s 
will made perfect harmony. His good 
pleasure never once crossed or clashed 
with His Father’s good pleasure, for they 
were one. Every step that He took was 
the step of a free man. Every act that 
He did was done willingly of His choice. 
He was not compelled to be poor; He 
elected to be poor. He was not compelled 
to suffer hunger, hardships, loneliness, 
man’s spite, thankless toil, and tears. He 
could have escaped all that, but He took 
it by deliberate choice, cheerfully. He was 
not compelled to lay down His life on 
the cross. He was master of death and 
could have turned it aside. Of His own 
will He let men slay Him with cruel 
hands, not because He must, but because 
He freely gave Himself. The whole 
charm of His life was its willingness. The 
glory of it was its freedom. He walked 
and worked and taught and healed and 
suffered just as His own glad, great, lov- 
ing Spirit led Him. 


We have no longer tables of stone but 
fleshly tables; and as Christ obeyed His 
Father, we are therefore to follow wholly 
the commandments of Christ. They may 
seem grievous at times, but remember 
that the rails upon which the train 
travels may be rigid, yet they mean 
safety and carry us into otherwise in- 
accessible lands. 


‘““Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty.” The Spirit of the Lord is ev- 
erywhere, but He is especially in those 
who believe in Christ. The believer is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost, and therefore 
in Christians alone is true freedom to be 
found. There is no other place where this 
genuine liberty may be found. The eter- 
nal Spirit still gives this liberty. No 
social or state emancipation can give real 
liberty to an enslaved soul, and no ty- 
ranny of state or society can enslave a 
soul that has been really freed. “Ye shall

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Question: In some of the old Bibles 
there is a group of books known as the 
Apocrypha. Do you consider these books 
inspired? If so, why are they not in the 
new Bibles? If not, why are they in the 
old Bibles? Are they authoritative as to 
history? For instance, as to the doings of 
Antiochus Epiphanese.—R. H. 
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Answer: The Apocrypha is a name giv- 
en by Saint Jerome to a number of books 
which, in the Lxx, are placed among the 
books of the Bible, but which, for evi- 
dent reasons, do not belong to the sacred 
canon. The term is also applied to writ- 
ings of the New Testament times which 
claim to be inspired but which are spu- 
rious. The Old Testament Apocrypha has 
an unquestioned historical and literary 
value, but has been rejected as an inspired 
book for the following reasons: 1. The 
entire absence of the elements which give 
the genuine scriptures their divine char- 
acter, such as their prophetic power and 
their poetic religious feeling. 2. The pres- 
ence of imaginative creations which it 
presents as historic truth; fiction and 
legendary literature. 3. The literary dis- 
honesty seen in the presentation of great 
names, such as Daniel, Solomon, and 
Jeremiah, as the authors of works which 
they could not have written, and in the 
insertion of formal documents as au- 
thentic which are certainly fictitious. 4. 
Historical inaccuracies with which the 
books abound. They are all written either 
during the captivity or subsequent to it 
and form the historical link between the 
Old Testament and the New. The above 
is from the People’s Bible Encyclopedia. 
The story of the Bible, its origin, its as- 
sembly, the apocryphal books which some 
have desired to enter into it, the differ- 
ent translations, etc., are sufficient to 
compose a large book. It seems that be- 
fore the New Testament era the Jewish 
canon was finally fixed by Ezra and “The 
Great Synagogue.” From that time to the 
present it has remained unaltered. The 
Christian Church accepted the Jewish 
canon of the Old Testament without re- 
jecting any of the books. The only change 
was by way of classification. 


Since Saint Jerome placed fourteen of 
the apocryphal books in his translation, it 
seems that they continued there until the 
Protestant reformation, after which 
they were left completely out as unin- 
spired books. First and Second Macabees 
are valuable for the history they give of 
the struggle of the Jews against the civil 
and religious tyranny of the Syrian kings 
during the heroic period ending B. C. 135.

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The Flying Colors of My Other Country

In the early dawn of civilization, man felt the need of some 
token to distinguish family from family and tribe from tribe. 
Symbols therefore, known as “‘standards,” were adopted. The 
earliest national symbols were figures worked in metal, wood or 
stone, borne at the top of a pole or spear. Standards of this 
character were carried into battle by the Egyptians, Hebrews, 
Persians, Assyrians and Romans. The soldier having his coun- 
try’s ensign, symbol or standard atop his spear, thus lifted up 
his standard against the enemy. It can be understood then, how 
inspiring and comforting to Israel must have been the prophet’s 
words, “When the enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit 
of the Lord shall lift up a standard against him,” Isa. 59:19. 

Time has registered the downfall of many a standard-bearer, 
and the funeral of several empires, but there is a glorious king- 
dom now existing within the kingdoms which can never fall. 
There are no defeated soldiers therein, for the Spirit of God lifts 
up the standard. The Kingdom of God can never perish. That, 
thank God, is my other country. 

That the road leading to Heaven 
be denied even by the most spirit- 
ually inclined among us. The ene- 
my will often come in like a flood, 
but the Spirit is willing to lift up 
the standard as often as the fights 
come. It is possible to reach Heav- 
en with the same number of vic- 
tories as battles. 

While symbols on spears or poles 
were the ancient standards, the 
standards of today are the banners 
or flags of the nations. The word 
“flag” derived from the Anglo- 
Saxon “fleogan” means to float 
or fly in the wind. 

Of all the Independence days 
we Americans have thus far ap- 
proached, this is one which should 
blend our sober thinking with re- 
joicing as we see our Stars and 
Stripes still floating in the breeze, 
every ripple the banner makes whispering “liberty and freedom 
for all.” A beautiful banner she has been from the start, be- 
cause she stood for the sublimest of all mankind’s privileges— 
his freedom. I wish I might have been permitted to catch my 
breath in excitement at seeing the first one unfurled. John 
Fiske, the historian, says it was made hastily from a white skirt, 
an old blue jacket, and strips from the petticoat of a soldier’s 
wife. This crude emblem of a new nation was raised above Fort 
Stanwix in August, 1777. It wasn’t the old jacket and the 
petticoat that made that flag beautiful; it was the liberty it 
stood for and heralded against the skyline. 

Under the shadow of our country’s majestic national banner, 
the Church of God can hope to meet in another glorious Gen- 
eral Assembly. If some of the present European flags were atop 
our governmental buildings today, we could not hope for this 
precious liberty. 

Besides being Americans, we are members of an invisible king- 
dom, with matters of our temporarily invisible King to attend 
to, and beneath the flying colors of this, our native land below, 
we are permitted to look after the business of our other coun- 
try. I am not detained by my government whenever I care to 
talk about the flying colors of my other country, and thank 
God, there is nothing in my religion, as in some, to check me 
from a whole-hearted salute to the best flag in the world. In-

stead of hindering me in religion, pure and undefiled, it pro- 
tects me while I tell as many as I can about my heavenly city, 
its rivers and trees, its priests and thrones. 

On July the 4th of this year, I shall thank God for America 
and Heaven, for the Stars and Stripes and the Blood-Stained 
Banner, which in fancy I see (with eyes tightly closed) atop the 
golden pinnacle of a far-off throne room where dwelleth the 
King of kings and Lord of lords. 

Reverently on Independence Day I shall remember the man 
over whose grave the U. S. Government keeps a flag floating 
continually, and recall the exciting and touching events which 
gave him (Francis Scott Key) the inspiration to write “The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” The events will merit repetition at this 
time. 

After the burning of Washington, D. C., by the British 
soldiers in August, 1814, an American doctor was, for an of - 
fense, arrested by an English regiment and taken as a captive 
aboard a warship in Chesapeake Bay. Francis Scott Key, an at- 
torney, and another man were granted permission by Secretary of 
State Monroe, to intercede for the 
doctor, and these two boarded the 
vessel just as it was preparing to 
bombard Fort McHenry, the chief 
protection of Baltimore. British 
officers agreed to release the of- 
fending doctor but refused to al- 
low the Americans to leave the 
vessel until after the battle, lest 
they tell of British plans to those 
on land. 


On Tuesday, September 13, the 
bombardment began, continuing 
that day and almost all night. To 
Key and his companions, it seemed 
impossible that the fort could 
survive the attack, as its guns were 
small and its defenders were few. 
All night the three Americans 
walked the deck in anguish, and 
even when dawn came could not 
discover the outcome because of haze and smoke. Suddenly, at 
7 o’clock a rift in the mist showed for a moment the flag 
gleaming over the walls. Thrilled by the sight, Key wrote: 


“Oh! say can you see, by the dawn’s early light, 

What so proudly we hailed at the twilight’s last gleaming? 
Whose broad stripes and bright stars, thro’ the perilous fight 
O’er the ramparts we watched were so gallantly streaming? 
And the rockets’ red glare, the bombs bursting in air, 

Gave proof thro’ the night that our flag was still there. 

Ob! say, does that star-spangled banner yet wave 

O’er the land of the free and the home of the brave?” 


Where is the American who cannot be stirred by these words 
and the circumstances which surrounded their birth? And 
where is the Christian who cannot remember that the Blood- 
Stained Banner and many of the songs pertaining to it have 
likewise been born out of battles of the severest kind? Praise 
God, there has never been a battle so hard or so long, but what 
at the end the soldier of the cross could see through the smoke 
and mist that the colors of his other country were still float- 
ing in the wind, the emblem of an undefeated kingdom—the 
glorious everlasting Kingdom of God. 

These are days when overnight the proud flag of a nation can

“But now, O Lord, thou art our 
father; we are the clay, and thou our 
potter; and we are all the work of thy 
hand,’ Isa. 64:8. 


Be thou an example of the believers, 
in word, in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity,” 1 Tim. 4:12. 

“If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto hon- 
our, sanctified, and meet for the master’s 
use, and prepared unto every good work,” 
2 Tim. 2:21.

When Jesus called Peter, the fisherman, 
He knew all about his weakness and im- 
perfections but He also saw him as the 
great hero on the day of Pentecost. 
Next you see the potter take that piece 
of filthy, unshapen clay and submerge it 


in the tank of water to purify and soften 
it. This reminds us very much of the 
mourner’s bench with its tears of repent- 
ance to germinate the divine seed as we 
ask Him to save us. Thank God for this 
open fountain for sin and uncleanness! 
Zech. 13:1. Notice the potter throw the 
clay upon the bench several times 
to purify it and to expose all lumps for 
removal. How it brings tears to the sur- 
face, removing lumps of hindrances, tem- 
per, criticism, selfishness, fear, persecu- 
tion, resentment, etc. Many of us in 
prayer have said, “Lord, have thine own 
way,” and when He wants to carry out 
the petition of our hearts, how we rebel 
against His perfecting process. 


Next we see the clay purified, with 
lumps dissolved, taken into the mould- 
ing room where it is poured into forms 
and because of its present condition it as- 
sumes the form of the mould. But after 
it comes out it is not yet ready for the 
market for it must be burned to hold 
its shape, otherwise it would soon settle 
back into a lump of clay. It needs the 
stablizing touch of the fire to make it 
useful. Compare Peter in Mark 14:66-72 
with that of Acts 2 and you will see the 
application. Some of God’s children are so 
soft that you can’t touch them any- 
where except you hurt their feelings. If 
the pastor doesn’t shake their hands or 
doesn’t ask them to sing, play, lead or 
pray, they are ready to quit. Such need to 
go through the furnace for stablization 
and usefulness like all pottery and build- 
ing material. Some truths need to be 
burned into us and for this purpose the 
furnace of affliction is frequently used. 
Lessons so learned are most sure to abide. 
Let us glory in tribulation also. Isa. 48: 
9-11. 

Then we notice the burned vessel ready 
for the shipping room, _ beautified 
through the touch of fire, substances that 
are turned to gold. Rom. 8:28. Have you 
ever witnessed a good-bye scene at some 
railroad station or dock when a missionary 
was ready to leave for his post? God’s 
perfecting processes are designed to fit 
and qualify us to carry the gospel mes- 
sage to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
Where are we today? Still in the process 
of making? or are we ready for shipment 
with the message of life to a starving and 
neglected world?

know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” This is the freedom known 
and realized when we become spiritually 
enlightened. What the air is to the bird 
and what water is to the fish so the truth 
of God is to our minds. Truth is indis- 
pensable to our lives. There can be no 
liberty of thought without the love of 
truth, that quickening and ennobling love 
which longs for truth, not as the grati- 
fication of curiosity, not as the pledge 
of fame, not as the monument of vic- 
tory, but rather as that without which 
the mind can never be at rest or find 
the meaning and the fulness of its own 


life. 


We can only have liberty, freedom of 
utterance, holy boldness, and pleasure in 
the presence of God when guilt and de- 
filement have been purged from our lives. 
“Having our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience” is essential to enter into 
the presence of the holiest of all. This, of 
course, is only possible through the blood 
of the cross. As men yield themselves to 
God’s will, they are proportionately en- 
dowed with God’s liberty. The greatest 
men of our nation have been men of re- 
ligion. What all the secret political so- 
cieties in the world may fail to do, that 
the gospel will accomplish simply and 
easily if only it is once let free. The 
truth as it is, if spread through India, 
will break India’s caste system and make 
brothers of the highest and lowest ranks 
of men. Let the truth only win its way 
among the nations of Europe, and the 
tyrannies shall depart, “for where the 
Spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty.” 


We are commanded not to use our lib- 
erty “for a cloke of maliciousness” (1 
Peter 2:16). We have in our nation to- 
day men who are disloyal, unfaithful to 
the true principles of our government, 
men who infringe upon the rights of oth- 
ers, destroying the lives and property of 
others, disrespecting the institutions, but 
excusing themselves nevertheless, through 
the glorious privileges of our Constitu- 
tion. Likewise, there are some people 
whose names are on the church books, 
but their purposes apparently are to en- 
joy the many benefits afforded, without 
knowing the full blessings of real free- 
dom. In that day when the knowledge of 
the Lord shall cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea, the rebels of all na- 
tions and institutions will be utterly de- 
stroyed and the opposing forces of hell 
will eternally be blotted out. God’s peo- 


ple will then enjoy forever and ever eter- 
nal freedom.
